Crop Reports from the South. 


Avaeusta, July 24.—The latest reports 
from Fiorida, state that the crops are 
generally two weeks behind that of last 
season. Three weeks ago, heavy rains 
throughout the State caused much grass, 
but the planters were overcoming it 
when the rain began again last week, 
doing great damage. The caterpillars 
have made their appearance throughout 
middle and west Florida, but as yet 
Gone bui litile harm. The next two 
weeks will determine the extent of the 
injury from this source. Experiments 
made with Paris Green as a caterpillar 
destroyer, proved highly successful. 
The corn crop is reported good. 


In Alabama, the cotton is 
looking much better than it did 
four or five weeks ago, and if 
the worms do not interfere the crop in 


the State will be larger than that of last 
year. The worms have made their ap- 
pearance much earlier than usual, and 
are reported on every plantation. They 
have done little damage and the mis- 
chief, if any, wi:l come from the. third 
crop of worms which is expected in 3 
wecks hence. The cotton is three weeks 
later than last yearand the indications 
with all things considered, are that the 
yield will not be so great. The corn 
crop is bad on low lands in consequence 
of early heavy rains which drowned out 
the grains, The uplands will produce 
an average crop. 

In Georgia the cotton reports are very 
conflicting. Southwestern Georgia 
gives indicaticns of a good crop. The 
weed is small but healthy and well 
suited. Tae cropis about as carly in 
this section as last year. Is middle and 
eastern Gicorgia the crops are a good 
Jeal later, but much better than some 
time since and an average yield may be 
expected. Parts of eastern Georgia has 
suffered seyerely from drought, but no 
gencral damage was sustained: For the 
past few days heavy rains have been 
gencral throughout the State and still 
seem to prevail, Which may improve the 
crops though now impossible to say to 
what extent. The catterpillar scare is 
about over and no serious damage is 
expected from this quarter. The corn 
crop is gencrally reported fine and a 
good deal of cotton lands is abandoned 
on account of grass. 

But few reports trom South Carolina 
is heavy and contigues rains in the early 
summer caused the abandonmeat of the 
cotton lands, but not considerable. The 
crop is backward as in Aladama, but 
later accounts are more encouraging, 
and theaverage of the crop perhaps 
will be more. 


A South Carolina Delegation in 
Washington—A Conference with 
the Attorney General iu Regard to 
Ku Klux Outrages. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—A delegation 
of prominent officials from South Caro- 
lina, this morning waited upon Attorne 
General Williams, requesting that 
procecdings in that State, with reference 
to the outrages of the Ku Klux Klan be 
suspended, and urging the pardon of 
those already confined in the Albany 
Penitentiary. They represent that as ap 
organization, the Klan has ceased to 
exist in the State, and that lenient 
policy on the part of the Government, 
will tend to restore peace and order. 

Attorney General Williams informed 
them that it was the policy of the gov- 
ernment to prosecuted only aggravated 
cases, orders having already been given 
to that effect and as soon as the Presi- 
dont was fully satisfied that peaceable 
citizens would be protected in their 
property and life, a general suspension 
of prosecution would be desirable. 

He also informed the delegation that 
many Ku Klux prisoners had been par- 
doved and pardons would be issued to 
the others; the most aggravated cases 
being detained until the last. The del- 
egation was much pleased with the en- 
couragement given by the Attorney 
General.

The Rane-Cassagnac Duel. 

Writing from Paris on July 9, the 
correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazette 
says: “M Paul de Cassagnac has res 
turned from his campaign in the Lux- 
embourg country not much the worse 
for his bout with M. Rane, for he was 
able to write a smart attack on the 
Legitimists in the Pays of this evening. 
According to the accounts of the mect- 
ing published here, it seems that it was 
decided that Crispin gloves should be 
worn, for fear a slight wound in the 
wrist should bring a serious affair to an 
unsatisfactory conclusion. M. Paul de 
Cassagnac won the toss for arms with 
an old louis, which, we are told, he 
carries next his chaplet. This is the 
sixth time he has won with the same 
coin, but he lost the toss for places, and 
had thesun slightly in his eyes. The 
two adversaries were placed at cighteen 
yards apart, with leave to advance. 
M. de Cassagnac advanced three-parts 
of the distance, and then Mr. Rane step- 
ped forward and the pair crossed swords, 
At the first bout M. de Cassagnac was 
wounded just above his glove; the 
seconds stepped forward, but it was 
recognized that the hurt was slight. The 
fizhting recommenced, and a good deal 
ot scientific fencing ensued ; the seconds 
wished the combatants to rest, but M. 
de Cassagnac, fearing bis wound might 
stiffen, refused, and he contented him- 
self with emptying the blood out of his 
sleeve. Twice the adversaries came to 
close quarters, It was only at the fifth 
bout that Mr. Rane was wounded deeply 
in the arm, which seems to hare stop- 
ped M. de Cassagnac’s weapon from 
doing worse mischief. M. Gambetta, 
who was confident that his friend would 
kill the Imperialist hero, spent Monday 
at Thionville, and went to see M. Rane 
directly after the duel.”

Raleigh, June 9th, 1873. 


Be it known to all whom it may concern: 

That in conformity with section 8, a 
ter 153 of the acts of the General Assembly 
passed at the session of 1872-’73, in relation 
to amendments of the Constitution of the 
State: 

1, Top R,. CALDWELL, Governor of the 
State of North Carolina, do order so much 
of the preamble of sald act as sets forth the 
alterations proposed and agreed to, and the 
second section of said act to be published 
for thirty days preceding the first Thurs- 
day of August, 1873, in the “Daily 
Sentinel,’ the “Daily Era” and the “Daily 
News”, published in Raleigh, and also for 
the same length of time in the following 
Weekly papers, published in the various 
Congressional Districts of the State to-wit: 

First Distriet—“ North Carolinian,”’ Eliza- 
beth City ; “Express,’’ Washington, 

Secon District—** News,” Goldsboro; 
Rocky Mount. 

Third Fayette- 

State,”’

“Whereas, the last General Assembly, 
(three-fifths of the whole number of mem- 
bers of each House concurring,) the bill 
containing the same having veen read 
three times in each House, proposed the fol- 
lowing alterations of the Constitution of 
the State, to-wit; Alteration in relation to 
the public debt; alteration in relation to 
the office of Superintendent of Public 
Works; alteration in relation to the State 
census; alteration in relation to exemp- 
tions from taxation; alteration in relation 
to the University ; alteration ip relation to 
the sessions of the General Assembly ; 
alteration in relation to the Code Com mis- 
sioners; alteration in relation to Federal 
and other officers holding office.” 

The second section of the said act ordered 
to be published is in the following words, 


to-wit: 

“It sball be the duty of the Sheriffs in 
each and every county in the State to open 
polls at the several election precincts in his 
county on the said first Thursday in Au- 
gust next, and the same shall be kept open 
for one day, from the hour of eight o’clock 
in the morning tothe hour of seven in the 
aiterpoon, when all .persons qualified to 
vote according to the Constitution, may 
vote for or against the ratification of each 
of the said amendments, those desiring 
such amendments to vote with the written 
or printed ticket ‘For Amendments,’ 
those of a contrary opinion to vote witha 
written or printed ticket, ‘Against Amend- 
ments,’”’ 

The attention of County Commissioners 
and Inspectors of the Election is also called 
to the 4th section of said act of Assembly 
which provides that separate ballot-boxes 
shall be furnisiied for ench amendment to 
be voted on.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENTS. 

In order that the people may vote un- 
derstancingly on the amendments to 
the Constitution, at the ensuing elec- 
tion, we deem it necessary to give in 
full the eight clauses in that instrument 
proposed to be altered, together with 
the alterations themselves. 

FIRST: IN RELATION TO THE PUBLIC 
DEBT. 

The present Constitution in Article I, 
Declaration of Rights, provides as fol- 
lows : 

“Sce.6. To maintain the honor and 


ood faith of the State untarnished, 
the public debt, regularly contracted 
before and since the rebellion, shall be 
regarded as inviolable anda never be 
questioned ; but the State shall never 
assume or pay, or authorize the collec 
tion of any debt or obligation, express 
or implied, incurred in aid of insurrec- 
tion, or rebellion against the United 
States, or any claim for the loss or 
emancipation of any slave.” bw 

This section is amended by striking 
out the first clause down to and inclu- 
ding the word “but,” so that the 
amended clause in Article I will then 
read : 

“Sec. 6. The State shall never as- 
sume or pay, or authorize the collection 
of, any debt or obligation, express or 
implied, incurred in aid of insurrection 
or rebellion against the United States, 
or any claim for the loss or emanclpa- 
tion of apy slave.” 

Another alteration in regard to the | 
public debt is provided for in the same 
amendment, by striking out section 4, 
Article V of the present Constitution, 
which is as follows: 

“Sec. 4. The General Assembly shall, 
by appropriate legislation and by ade- 
quate taxation, provide for the prompt 
and regular payment of the interest on 
the public debt, and after the year 
1880, it shall lay a specific annual tax 
upon the real and personal property of 
the State, and the sum thus realized 
shall be set apart asa sinking fund, to 
be Gevyoted to the payment of the pub 
lic debt.” 


So that the above section will be en- 
tirely stricken outand the amended 
Constitution will not make it compul- 
sory on the Legislature, by express lan- 
guage, to provide for the payment of 
interest and principal of the public 
debt. 

‘SECOND: IN RELATION TO THE OFFICE 
oF SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

Article III, section 1, of the present 
Constitution names among the other 
officers of which the Executive Depart- 
ment shall be composed, a Superinten- 
dent of Public Works, who shall be 
elected for a term of four years by the 
qualified voters of the State, at the same 
time and places, and in the same man- 
ner as members of the General Assem- 
bly. 

The amendment proposes to strike 
out the words “Superintendent cf Pub- 
lic Works” wherever they occur in the 


Constitution, thus abolishing that 
office. 
THIRD: IN RELATION TO THE STATE 


CENSUS. 

In the present Constitution, Article 
II, the following provision is made for 
tuking a State Census: 

“sco 5, An enumeration of the in- 
hubiiants of the State shall be taken 
under the di:ectuva ot the General As- 
sembly in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-five. and at the end 
of every ten years thercaiter; and the 
said Senate Districts shall be so altered 
by the General Asseni! iy, after the first 
session after the return of every ecume- 
ration taken as aforesaid, or by order of 
Congress, that each Senate District shall 
contain, as nearly as may be, an cqual 
number of inhabitants, excluding aliens 
and Indians not taxed, and shall 
remain unaltered until the returo of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous territory ; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators,” 

The amendment proposed to this 
Article is to strike out all that precedes 
the words, “the said Senate Districts,” 
in section 5, and tostrike out the phrase 
‘tas aforesaid, or,” the parts so stricken 
out relating to the census, so that the 
section as amended will read : 

“Sec. 5. The said Senate Districts 
shall be so altered by the General As- 
sembly at the first session after the re- 
turn of every enumeration taken by order 
of Congress, that each Senate District 
shall contain, as nearly as may be, an 
equal number of inhabitants, excludin 
aliens and Indians not taxed, and shall 
remain unaltered until the return ol 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous territory ; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators,” 

The object of this amendment is ‘to 
do away with the unnecessary expense 
of taking a State census under the direc- 
tion of the Genera! Assembly, inasmuch 
as the same work is done by the nationai 
Government. 


FOURTH: IN RELATION TO EXEMP- 
TIONS FROM TAXATION,°® 

The present Constitution, Article V‘ 
Revenue and Taxation, provides as fol- 


lows : 

“Sec. 6. Property belonging to the 
State or to municipal corporations, shall 
be exempt from taxation. The General 
Assembly may exempt cemeteries, and 
property held for educational, scientific, 
licerary, charitable or religious purpo- 
ses: also wearing apparel, arms for mus- 
ter  nousebold and kitcben furniture, 
the mechanical and agricultural imple- 
mente for mechanics and farmers, libra- 


i ientific instruments, to a value 
The amendment proposes to change 
this section by inserting after the word 
« instruments,” the words “or any other 


personal property,” so that the section 
as amended will read : 


“Sec. 6. Property belonging to the 
State, or to municipal corporations shall 
be exempt from taxation. The Gencral 
Assembly may exempt cemeteries, and 
roperty held for educational, scientific, 
Risers, charitable or religious purpo- 
ses; also wearing apparel, arms for mus 
ter, household and kitchen furniture,the 
mechanical and agricultural implements 
of mechanics and farmers, libraries and 
scientific instruments or any other per- 
sonal property, to a value not excecd- 
ing three hundred dollars.” 
Firrn: IN RELATION TO TRE UNI- 


VERSITY. 
The present Constitution, Article 1X, 
has the following on the subject of the 
University at Chapel Hill : 

“Sec. 5. The University of North 
Carolina, with its lands, emoluments 
and franchises, is under the control of 
the State, and shali be held to an insep- 
arable connection with the free public 
school system of the State.” 


The amendment proposes to strike out 
this section entirely, thus severing the 
University from the common school sys- 
tem, and insert the following in licu 
thereof, so that the amended Constitu- 


tion shall read: 


“Sec. 5. The General Assembly shall 
have power to provide for the election of 
trustees of the University otf North 
Carolina, in whom when chosen shali be 
vested all the privileges, rights, franchi- 
ses and endowments heretofore in any- 
wise granted to or conferred upon the 
trustees of said University; and the 
General Assembly may make such pro- 
visions, laws and regulations, from time 
to time as may be necessary and expedi- 
ent forthe maintenance and manage 
ment of said University.” 


The following sections of Article IX, 
relating to the University, are also 
stricken out : 

Sections 13, 14 and 15, relating to 
the appointment of trustees by the 
Board of Education, and the officers 
powers and rights of the trustees, These 
matters will hereafter devolve on the 
Legislature, if the amendment relating 
to the University is ratified. 

SIXTH: IN RELATION TO THE SESSIONS 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

The present Constitution, Article Il 
Legislative Department, provides as fol 


lows : 

“Sec. 2. The Senate and House of 
Representatives shall mect annually on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 


This section is to be amended by 
striking out the word “ annually,” and 
iuserting in lieu thereof the word 
“biennially,” so that the section amend 


ed shall read: 


“Sec. 2. The Senate and House of 
Representatives shall meet biennially on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shail be denominated 
the General Assemb!y.” 


This amendment also strikes out the 
word “annually” in section 6, Article 
III, and inserts the word “ dbiennial/y,” 
in reference to the requirement of the 
Governor to communicate to the Gen- 
eral Assembly eaci case of reprieve, 
commutation or pardon. 

SEVENTH: IN RELATION TO THE CoDE 
CoMMISSION. 

The present Constitution, Article IV 
Judicial Department, makes the follow- 
ing provisions concerning the Code 
Commissioners : 


“Sec. 2. Threc Commissioners shall 
be appointed by this Convention to re- 
port to the General Assembly at its first 
session after this Constitution shall be 
adopted by the people, rules of practice 
and procedure in accordance with the 
provisions of the foregoing section, und 
the Convention shall provide for the 
Commissioners a reasonable compensa- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. The same Commissioners 
shall also report to the General Assem- 
bly as soon as practicable, a code of law 
of North Carolina. The Goyernor shall 
have power to fill all vacancies occur- 
ring in this commission.” 


The amendment proposes to strike 
out both these sections, thus abolishing 


the Code Commission. 
EIGHTH : IN RELATION TO FEDERAL AND 


OTHER OFFICE-HOLDERS. 
The present Constitution, 
XIV, provides as follows: 


“Sec. 7. No person shall hold more 
than one lucrative office under the State 
at the same time: Provided, That olli- 
cers in the Militia, Justices of the Peacc, 
Commissioners of Public Charities and 
Commissioners appointed for special 
purposes, shall not be considered officers 
within the meaning of this section.” 


The amendment proposes that this 
section shall read as follows : 


“Sec. 7. No person who shall held 
any office or place of trust or profit under 
the United States, or any department 
thereof, or under this State or any other 
State or Government, shall bold or ex- 
ercise any other office or place of trust 
or profit, under the authority of this 
State, or be eligible to a seat in either 
House of the General Assembly: Pro 
vided, That nothing herein . contained 
shall extend to officers in the Militia, 
Justices of the Peace, Commissioners of 
Public Charities or Commissioners for 
special purposes.” 

There were eighteen amendments 
Originally proposed, but the eight 
above specified were all that passed the 
General Assembly by the requisite two- 
thirds majority. 

These eight amendments are to be 
submitted separately for ratification or 


rejection, at the election to be held on 
Thursday, the seventh day of August. 
Any person qualified to vote may vote 
for or against each amendment, with 
a written or printed ticket with the 
words “For Amendment,” or “Against 
Amendment.” The amendments that 
receive a majority of the popular vote 
will be duly ratified. A part or all of 
them may be either ratified or rejected.
